U nited  Jerusalem 

Focus  of  ’80 
Bond  Appeal 


JERUSALEM  — U.S.  and 
Canadian  synagogues  have 
been  asked  to  utilize  the  for- 
thcoming High  Holy  Days  to 
marshal  moral  and  material 
support  so  that  Jerusalem  can 
remain  a united  city. 

In  a letter  addressed  to  Or- 
thodox, Conservative  and 
Reform  rabbis,  Mayor  Teddy 
Kollek  of  Jerusalem  called  for 
the  North  American  spiritual 
leaders  to  make  certain  “that 
this  sacred  city,  the  city  of 
peace,  our  capital,  remains  at 
peace  and  reunited  as  it  is  to- 
day.” 

At  the  same  time,  Mayor 
Kollek  stressed  the  need  for 
members  of  these  synagogues 
to  support  the  peace  by  assur- 
ing adequate  economic  aid  for 
Jerusalem,  the  Negev  and 
Israel  in  general  through  High 
Holy  Day  Appeals  conducted 
under  the  auspices  of  State  of 
Israel  Bonds. 

“As  spiritual  leaders  in  your 
community”,  he  said,  “you 
will  surely  take  on  the  respon- 
sibility of  standing  by  us 
through  participating  in  the 
noble  tasks  of  the  State  of 
Israel  Bond  program.” 

He  added  that  “by  lending 
us  vitally  needed  funds 
through  these  Israel  Bond 
High  Holy  Day  Appeals,  you 
will  be  helping  us  to  grow  and 
develop  all  of  Israel  from  the 
north  to  the  southernmost  tip. 
At  the  same  time,  you  will  be 
demonstrating  your  solidarity 
with  us  in  a most  critical 
period  in  our  history.” 

Dr.  Leon  Kronish  of  Miami, 
National  Campaign  Chairman 
of  State  of  Israel  Bonds,  said 
that  the  theme  of  the  High  Ho- 
ly Day  campaign  will  be 
“Jerusalem-United  Forever.” 
He  stressed  that  the  rabbis 
“should  teach  and  emphasize 
the  symbolic  and  spiritual 
meaning  of  Jerusalem  to  our 
people.”  He  said  that  “this 
will  be  a campaign  that  unites 
our  people  no  matter  what 
their  views  may  be  on  other 
problems  confronting  Israel. 
The  price  of  keeping 
Jerusalem  united  is  as  high  as

the  price  of  peace  — and  that 
is  very  high.” 

The  High  Holy  Day  Appeals 
and  other  special  synagogue 
activities  resulted  in  sales  of 
more  than  $100  million  in 
Israel  Bonds  in  1979.  “In  view 
of  Israel’s  extraordinary  needs 
in  _ 1980,”  Dr.  Kronish 
said, “we  hope  to  exceed  this 
sales  figure  before  the  end  of 
the  year.”

But  when  a Jewish  state  is  created  that  has  a minority  Arab 
population,  there  is  an  outcry.  And  when  this  little  country  tries  to 
defend  itself  against  attacks  that  any  other  country  would  say  it 
was  justifiable  to  defend  against,  they  are  criticized.

If  in  the  framework  of  Middle  East  analysis,  one  was  to  remove 
the  issues  of:  West  Bank  settlement.  East  Jerusalem,  Palestinian 
self-rule  and  a host  of  other  manifestations  of  what  the  greater 
part  of  the  world  has  determined  to  be  “Israeli  intansigence  , there 
would  still  be  one  issue  left.  The  Arabs  refusal  to  accept  a jewish 
state  in  their  midst  and  coincidently,  a world  aghast  at  the  sight  of 
a powerful  Israel,  a state  in  which  the  Jew  has  translated  ideology 
into  action,  declaring  “Never  Again”. 

U.S.  Senator  Bob  Packwood  (Rep.  -Oregon)  recently,  on  the 
senate  floor,  addressed  the  issue  of  Israel  and  peace  in  the  Middle 
East.  For  some  reason,  he  said,  there  has  existed  in  this  world  a 
prejudice  against  the  Jews  that  is  unknown  in  terms  of  duration  of 
prejudice.  For  some  reason.  . . 

There  are  theological  reasons,  socio-cultural  explanations, 
historical  and  political  theorems,  psychological  hypothesis;  all  of 
which  amount  to  nothing  more  than  good  reading  material.  The 
Jew  must  at  once  reconcile  being  alone,  recognize  his  heritage, 
and  flatly  say  to  the  world,  “I  am”. 

Packwood  is  to  be  commended  for  his  courageous  and  inciteful 
defence  of  Israel,  but  if  history  has  a lesson,  it  is  that  we  must  not 
expect  assistance  from  others,  but  instead  be  prepared  to  defend 
ourselves. 

There  has  been  much  written  in  defence  of  Israel,  but  rarely 
have  I seen  a piece  so  eloquent  and  powerful  as  a letter  to  the 
world  (reprinted  at  right).

It  is  most  appropriate,  as  we  observe  the  New  Year  of  5741,  to 
note  with  gratification  that  the  Holy  City  of  Jerusalem  has  been 
reunited  for  thirteen  years. 

Jerusalem,  which  occupies  a special  place  in  the  prayers  and 
rites  of  the  Jewish  people  and  in  its  liturgy,  is  the  core  of  many 
hymns  and  prayers. 

It  is  a measure  of  the  spiritual  and  physical  significance  of 
Jerusalem  that  it  was  in  that  city  that  the  Israel  Bond  program 
was  established  thirty  years  ago  and  that  this  year’s  theme  for 
the  Israel  Bond  High  Holy  Day  Appeal  is  “Jerusalem — United 
Forever.” 

This  theme  has  been  accepted  by  the  Orthodox,  Conservative 
and  Reform  rabbis  of  the  U.S.  and  Canada  who  call  on  their 
congregants  to  pay  tribute  to  the  symbolic  and  spiritual  meaning 
of  Jerusalem.

A letter 
to  the  world 

I am  not  a creature  from  another  planet,  as  you  seem 
to  believe.  I am  a Jerusalemite  — like  yourselves,  a man 
of  flesh  and  blood.  I am  a citizen  of  my  city,  an  integral 
part  of  my  people. 

I have  a few  things  to  get  off  my  chest.  Because  I am 
not  a diplomat,  I do  not  have  to  mince  words.  I do  not 
have  to  please  you,  or  even  persuade  you.  I owe  you 
nothing.  You  did  not  build  this  city;  you  do  not  live  in 
it;  you  did  not  defend  it  when  they  came  to  destroy  it. 
And  we  will  be  damned  if  we  will  let  you  take  it  away. 

There  was  a Jerusalem  before  there  was  a New  York. 
When  Berlin,  Moscow,  London  and  Paris  were  miasmal 
forest  and  swamp,  there  was  a thriving  Jewish  com- 
munity here.  It  gave  something  to  the  world  which  you 
nations  have  rejected  ever  since  you  established 
yourselves  — a humane  moral  code. 

Here  the  prophets  walked,  their  words  flashing  like 
forked  lightening.  Here  a people  who  wanted  nothing 
more  than  to  be  left  alone,  fought  off  waves  of  heathen 
would-be  conquerors,  and  died  on  the  battlements, 
hurled  themselves  into  the  flames  of  their  burning  Tem- 
ple rather  than  surrender;  and  when  finally  overwhelm- 
ed by  sheer  numbers  and  led  away  into  captivity,  swore 
that  before  they  forgot  Jerusalem,  they  would  see  their 
tongues  cleave  to  their  palates,  their  right  arm  wither. 

For  two  pain  filled  millenia,  while  we  were  your 
unwelcome  guests,  we  prayed  daily  to  return  to  this  city. 
Three  times  a day  we  petitioned  the  Almighty:  “Gather 
us  from  the  four  corners  of  the  world,  bring  us  upright 
to  our  land;  return  in  mercy  to  Jerusalem,  Thy  city,  and 
dwell  in  it  as  Thou  promised.” 

On  every  Yom  Kippur  and  Passover  we  fervently 
voiced  the  hope  that  next  year  would  find  us  in 
Jerusalem.  Your  inquisitions,  programs,  expulsions,  the 
ghettos  into  which  you  jammed  us,  your  forced  bap- 
tisms, your  quota  systems,  your  genteel  anti-semitism, 
and  the  final  unspeakable  horror,  the  holocaust  (and 
worse,  your  terrifying  disinterest  in  it)  — all  these  have 
not  broken  us.  They  may  have  sapped  what  little  moral 
strength  you  still  possessed,  but  they  forged  us  into 
steel.  Do  you  think  that  you  can  break  us  now,  after  all 
we  have  been  through?  Do  you  really  believe  that  after 
Dachau  and  Auschwitz  we  are  frightened  by  your 
threats  of  blockades  and  sanctions?  We  have  been  to 
Hell  and  back  — a Hell  of  your  making.  What  more 
could  you  possibly  have  in  your  arsenal  that  could  scare 
us? 

I have  watched  this  city  bombarded  twice  by  nations 
calling  themselves  civilized.  In  1948,  while  you  looked 
on  apathetically,  I saw  women  and  children  blown  to 
smithereens,  this  after  we  had  agreed  to  your  request  to 
internationalize  the  city.  It  was  a deadly  combination 
that  did  the  job:  British  officers,  Arab  gunners  and 
American-made  cannon. 

And  then  the  savage  sacking  of  the  Old  City:  the 
wilful  slaughter,  the  wanton  destruction  of  every 
synagogue  and  religious  school;  the  desecration  of 
Jewish  cemeteries;  the  sale  by  a ghoulish  government  of 
tomb  stones  for  building  materials,  for  poultry  runs,  ar- 
my camps  — even  latrines. 

And  you  never  said  a word. 

You  never  breathed  the  slightest  protest  when  the  Jor- 
danians shut  off  the  holiest  of  our  holy  places,  the 
Western  Wall  in  violation  of  the  pledges  they  had  made 
after  the  war  — a war  they  waged,  incidentally,  against 
a decision  of  the  UN.  Not  a murmur  came  from  you 
whenever  the  legionnaires  in  their  spiked  helmets  casual- 
ly opened  fire  upon  our  citizens  from  behind  the  walls. 

Your  hearts  bled  when  Berlin  came  under  siege.  You 
rushed  your  airlift  “to  save  the  gallant  Berliners.”  But 
you  did  not  send  one  ounce  of  food  when  Jews  starved 
in  besieged  Jerusalem.  You  thundered  against  the  wall 
which  the  East  Germans  ran  through  the  middle  of  the 
German  capital  — but  not  one  peep  out  of  you  about 
that  other  wall,  the  one  that  tore  through  the  heart  of 
Jerusalem. 

If  our  return  to  the  city  has  tied  your  theology  in 
knots,  perhaps  you  had  better  re-examine  your 
catechisms.  After  what  we  have  been  through,  we  are 
not  passively  going  to  accommodate  ourselves  to  the 
twisted  idea  that  we  are  to  suffer  eternal  homelessness 
until  we  accept  your  Saviour. 

For  the  first  time  since  the  year  70  there  is  now  com- 
plete religous  freedom  for  all  in  Jerusalem.  For  the  first 
time  since  the  Romans  put  the  torch  to  the  Temple 
everyone  has  equal  rights.  (You  preferred  to  have  some 
more  equal  than  others).  We  loathe  the  sword  — but  it 
was  you  who  forced  us  to  take  it  up.  We  crave  peace  — 
but  we  are  not  going  back  to  the  peace  of  1948  as  you 
would  like  us  to. 

We  are  home.  It  has  a lovely  sound  for  a nation  you 
have  willed  to  wander  over  the  face  of  the  globe.  We  are 
not  leaving.  We  have  redeemed  the  pledge  made  by  our 
forefathers:  Jerusalem  is  being  rebuilt.  “Next  year”  — 
and  the  year  after,  and  after,  and  after,  until  the  end  of 
time  — “in  Jerusalem!”

The  Jewish  Philosophy  & 
Ethics  Study  Group  was  form- 
ed in  1955  for  the  purpose  of 
studying  and  sharing  Jewish 
learning  and  experience  in  an 
ongoing  way  that  related  to 
our  lives.  The  group  of  people 
committed  to  the  idea  were 
able  to  contribute  and  gam 
from  the  group.  It  flourished 
and  formed  a special  identity. 
The  need  expressed  was  to 
search  out  a particular  inter- 
pretation of  Judaism  that 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  in- 
dividuals in  the  group.  The 
group  was  formed  with  the  ra- 
tionale that  there  was  a need 
for  identification  with  the 
Jewish  people  and  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  community  in  par- 
ticular. This  became  increas- 
ingly important  when  the 
children  were  considered  and 
the  quality  of  the  heritage  that 
was  passed  on  to  them. 

The  members,  coming  from 
divergent  backgrounds  and 
degrees  of  Jewish  learning,  at 
first  limited  the  study  to 
elementary  levels  and  needed 
outside  support.  Later,  this 
changed,  the  group  became 
self-reliant,  but  searched  out 
suitable  outside  resources  for 
enrichment.  By  now,  the 
group  has  advanced  to  more 
educated  preparatory  work 
and  a more  educated  listening 
and  sharing.  At  this  time,  it 
continues  quite  independently 
but  some  outside  resource  peo- 
ple are  involved  from  time  to 
time.

Throughout  its  existence  the 
group  has  remained  interested 
in  the  full  spectrum  of  Jewish 
learning  and  experience.  Pro- 
grams reflected  this 
throughout  the  years. 

Membership  evolved  into  a 
process  of  self  selection  when 
the  group  met  the  individuals 
special  interests.  Belonging  to 
the  group  is  adhering  to  a few 
guidelines  and  structures 
which  are  directed  to  the 
perpetuation  of  the  group  as 
established. 

The  major  goal  of  the  group 
is  very  strongly  supported  by 
warm  friendships  and  relation- 
ships that  develop  and  last  in 
an  ongoing  way  along  with  the 
interchange  of  ideas  and 
mutual  learning.

Pre-Funeral  Respect 

One  ot  the  many  practices  in  Judaism  which 
prolect  profound  sensitivity  to  human  dignity  is  the 
law  which  requires  the  body  ot  the  deceased  to  be 
accompanied  continually  from  the  moment  ot  death 
until  the  funeral.  For  a variety  of  reasons,  our 
community  has  experienced  difficulty  in  trying  to 
(Ind  personnel  willing  lo  perform  this  great  mitzvah 
of  respect  to  the  deceased. 

In  an  attempt  to  remedy  this  situation,  the 
Religious  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Jewish 
Community  Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Rabbis  of  Ottawa,  has  suggested  the  following 

1 .r°ThatUthe  family  ot  the  deceased  make  every  effort 
to  assume  responsibility  for  taking  turns  to  sit  In 
vigil,  and  thus  accord  appropriate  respect  to  the 
departed  family  member.  This  would  apply 
particularly  to  the  evening  preceding  the  funeral, 
when  a member  or  members  of  the  family  would 
stay  a*  the  Jewish  Community  Chape  on  King 
Edward  Avenue.  For  members  of  the  family  to  fulflH 
this  obligation  Is  entirely  consistent  with  Jewish 
Law  and  the  psychological  insights  of  our  trad'tion. 

2 That  every  effort  be  made  to  find  Individuals  in  the 
community  who  would  act  as  shomrim  (guardians) 

If  the  family  of  the  deceased  is  unable  to  fulfill  this 
duty.  Such  people  should  preferably  be  volunteers 
but  failing  this,  a reasonable  hourly  fee  will  be  paid 
for  this  religious  obligation.  . .

THE  ORDEAL  OF  CHANGE 

by  Rabbi  Irving  Schreier. 

The  Jewish  New  Year  — Rosh  Hashanah  comes  very  early  this 
year,  almost  before  everyone  has  really  settled  into  a regular 
routine  after  the  summer  months.  (I  know  personally  that  after  a 
one  month  residence  in  Jerusalem  it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  ac- 
climate to  the  usual  Ottawa  regimen.) 

Eric  Hoffer  the  Longshoreman  philosopher  wrote  a book 
some  years  ago  titled  “The  Ordeal  of  Change”  and  perhaps  hts 
underlying  concern  with  “man’s”  inability  to  successfully  cope 
with  change.  Quoting  Hoffer:  “It  is  my  impression  that  no  one 
really  likes  the  new.  We  are  afraid  of  it.  — Dostoyevsky  said 
that  “taking  a new  step,  uttering  a new  word  is  what  people  tear 
most.”  Even  in  slight  things  the  experience  of  the  new  is  rarely 
without  some  stirring  of  foreboding....  We  have  to  adjust 
ourselves  (to  change)  and  every  radical  adjustment  is  a crisis  ^n 
self-esteem.  We  undergo  a test,  we  have  to  prove  ourselves. 

Yet  not  disputing  Hoffer’s  main  thesis,  one  may  conjecture 
that  perhaps  it’s  all  to  the  good.  When  things  around  us  change 
we  sometimes  see  ourselves  in  a new  light.  It  causes  us  to  ask 
some  basic  questions.  Why  do  we  really  come  to  the  Synagogue. 
Why  is  it  so  important  to  join  with  my  fellow  Jews  and  to  stand 
together  enmasse  looking  back  on  the  building  blocks  of  our 
past  lives  and  peering  somewhat  myopically  into  the  shrouded 
mists  of  a future  yet  to  be  revealed. 

Judaism  looks  at  time  this  way.  The  past  is  for  reflection,  the 
present  is  for  resolve  and  the  future  is  for  change.  This  future  is 
an  ordeal  — a challenge  to  change.  Jews  know  that  change  is 
possible.  When  Jews  are  faced  with  an  ordeal  they  join  with 
other  Jews.  The  ordeal  is  somewhat  easier  to  undergo,  and 
because  we  are  on  the  same  team  statistical  opportunities  for  vic- 
tory are  greater.  — It’s  a kind  of  victory  that  shines  through 
most  of  the  pages  of  the  Mahzor  for  the  High  Holy  pays.  Raise 
your  glasses  in  a toast  of  L’Chaim  to  the  victors.  This  year  may 
we  be  among  them.  , . , ^ n.

We  stand  on  the  threshold  of  the  New  Year  5741  with  hope  and  belief  that  our  People’s 
incient  great  human  values  will  endure  and  triumph  over  the  transient  material  considera- 
ions  provided  by  oil  these  days.  We  are  a small  nation  and  we  know  our  place  in  the  world. 
Ye  know  what  we  can  offer  mankind.  We  also  know  the  role  we  can  and  do  play  in  the  Mid- 

lie  East.  . ....  . 

The  region  in  which  we  live  and  its  periphery  is  now  in  turmoil.  In  Iran  we  have  seen 
ivilization  itself  endangered  by  the  emergence  of  dark  forces  that  have  trampled  underfoot 
he  time-honoured  customs  and  traditions  of  international  cooperation.  We  have  seen  the 
lower  of  petro-dollars  reduce  even  some  democratic  states  to  subservience  and  capitulation. 
This  is  a disturbing  development  for  the  shrinking  free  democratic  world.  We  must  stand 
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laiuchistan.  The  whole  free  world  is  in  danger;  iioeny  lisen  is  in  pern. 

For  our  part  we  have  done  all  in  our  power  to  advance  the  cause  of  peace  in  our  region. 
Ve  faithfully  carried  into  effect  every  commitment  that  we  undertook  in  the  Peace  Treaty 
rith  Egypt.  We  have  made  great  sacrifices  for  peace  — an  ideal  which  is  not  easily  ob- 
ainable  and,  therefore,  we  must  pursue  it  with  determination  and  patience. 

We  have  the  profound  satisfaction  that  it  was  we  who  originally  proposed  Autonomy  for 
the  Arab  inhabitants  of  Judea,  Samaria  and  the  Gaza  District.  We  have  stated  and  reiterated 
our  readiness  to  fulfil  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  second  part  of  the  Camp  David  Agreement, 
dealing  with  this  Autonomy,  and  not  to  deviate  from  it  by  one  iota. 

We  are  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  periodic  interruptions  and  suspensions  oi  the 
negotiations  — all  of  them  caused  by  the  Egyptian  Government  — and  earnestly  call  on  our 
friends  and  partners  likewise  to  abide  by  the  original  agreements. 

As  usual  the  world  has  over-reacted  to  our  reaffirmation  of  an  existing  truth  — that 
Jerusalem  is  united,  the  Capital  of  our  State,  an  indivisible  City  with  complete  freedom  of 
access  to  the  holy  shrines  of  all  religions  guaranteed  by  law  for  all  time.  Any  proposal  which 
may  either  directly  or  indirectly  bring  about  the  redivision  or  repartition  of  Jerusalem  will  be 
rejected  by  all  our  people,  for  we  stand  by  the  unity  of  Jerusalem  for  ever  and  ever. 

From  this  City,  eternal  Yerushalayim,  I send  you,  my  dear  brethren  and  sisters,  greetings 
for  a happy  New  Year  5741.  With  God’s  help  may  it  be  a year  of  continuing  advance  towards 
peace,  a year  of  improvement  in  the  economic  situation  of  our  country  and  its  individual 
citizens,  a year  of  growing  aliyah  from  the  East  and  the  West  to  the  Land  of  our  Forefathers.

Canadian  athletes  did  not 
compete  in  the  recently-held 
Olympic  Games  in  Moscow, 
but  Jewish  athletes  represen- 
ting Canada  will  compete  in 
the  11th  Maccabiah  Games  in 
Israel,  scheduled  for  July  7 - 
16,  1981. 

Reports  from  the  Canadian 
contingent  (H.S.  “Bud” 
Weiser,  President  of  the  Cana- 
dian  Maccabiah  Games 
Association;  Fred  Oberlander 
and  Nicki  Lang,  all  of  Mon- 
treal; and  Sidney  Greenberg  of 
Toronto)  who  attended  the 
1980  International  Maccabiah 
Games  Committee  and  Mac- 
cabi  World  Union  meetings  in 
Israel  indicate  that  planning  is 
more  advanced  at  this  stage 
than  for  previous  Games. 

Excitement  for  the  11th 
Maccabiad  is  building  as  all 
evidence  points  to  the  largest 
and  best  organized  Games 
ever.  Part  of  the  enthusiasm  is 
due  to  a major  change  in  for- 
mat. In  the  past,  each  national 
team,  composed  of  teams  and 
athletes  who  competed  in  a 
variety  of  sports,  was  housed 
in  one  location.  At  times,  one 
or  two  other  countries  were 
located  at  the  same  venue;  but 
because  of  the  distance  involv- 
ed between  locations,  inter- 
mingling of  Jewish  athletes 
from  all  the  countries 
represented  was  difficult.  ( 

Plans  for  the  11th  Mac- 
cabiad call  for  all  athletes 
competing  in  the  same  sport  to 
be  housed  together  at  one 
location,  thereby  promoting 
greater  interaction  between 
Jewish  athletes  from  around 
the  world.  At  the  competitive 
level,  locating  all  athletes  com- 
peting in  the  same  sport  at  one 
venue  means  that  accommoda- 
tions and  food  will  be  the  same 
for  everyone.  In  addition, 
some  of  the  transportation 
problems  which  beset  previous 
Games  will  be  eliminated. 

Visiting  teams  from  35 
countries  will  be  present,  rang- 
ing geographically  and 
alphabetically  from  Argentina 
in  South  America,  Australia 
(down  under),  Austria  in 
Europe,  to  United  States  in 
North  America,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands  in  Central  America. 
Canada,  as  usual,  will  be  well 


represented.  Inclusion  of  the 
host  country,  Israel,  brings  the 
total  to  36  as  the  number  of 
countries  being  represented  by 
Jewish  athletes. 

In  order  to  insure  that 
Canada  is  well  represented, 
the  Canadian  Maccabiah 
Games  Committee  has  been 
working  virtually  non-stop 
since  the  completion  of  the  last 
Games  in  1977.  Athlete  Selec- 
tion Committees  have  been 
established  in  all  provinces, 
with  particular  attention  paid 
to  a number  of  cities  where 
more  athletes  participate  and 
compete.  In  Ottawa,  the  chair- 
man of  the  Athlete  Selection 
Committee  is  Saul  Ross, 
presently  First  Vice-President 
of  the  Ottawa  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre.  A number  of 
people,  in  particular,  Ron 
Boro,  Director  of  Health, 
Physical  Education,  and 
Recreation  at  the  JCC,  have 
been  appointed  to  the  Com- 
mittee; but  there  is  room  for 
additional  members.  Anyone 
wishing  to  serve  on  this  Com- 
mittee is  asked  to  contact  Ron 
Boro  at  232-7306. 

The  roster  of  sports  in  the 
Maccabiah  Games  is  exten- 
sive, ranging  from  badminton 
and  basketball  to  weight- 
lifting and  wrestling.  Included 
are  sports  such  as  fencing, 
golf,  gymnastics,  judo,  karate, 
rowing,  shooting,  squash,  all 
aquatic  events,  tennis,  track 
and  field,  and  volleyball. 
There  is  even  special  competi- 
tion in  squash  and  tennis  for 
athletes  who  are  over  45  years 
old. 

Competition  in  all  sports  is 
at  a very  high  level.  In  sports 
such  as  track  and  field  and 
swimming,  where  perfor- 
mance can  be  quantified,  stan- 
dards exist  to  guide  the  na- 
tional committee  in  their  selec- 
tion. In  the  other  sports,  aspir- 
ing athletes  are  screened  first 
at  the  local  level  and  then  the 
most  promising  are  brought 
together  for  try-outs  to  deter- 
mine the  best  team.

Research  In  Action  by 

Henry  Green  was  recently 
presented  to  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centre  Library  by  the 
author.

The  story  goes  that  a promi- 
nent member  of  B’nai  B’rith  in 
Washington,  DC:,  reproach- 
ed Henry  Kissinger  for  not  be- 
ing a member  of  B’nai  B’rith, 
and  stressed  the  importance  of 
being  actively  involved  in 
organizational  life  both  as  a 
professional  and  as  a Jew.

us!” 

This  is  the  message  we  are 


hoping  to  put  across  to  our 
colleagues  in  the  field  of  social 
work  — those  who  know  we 
exist  but  feel  they  have  not 
been  asked. 

In  the  past  year  — our 
fourth  — we  had  a steady 
group  of  people  attending  our 
monthly  meetings.  We  had  in- 
teresting, rewarding  sessions 
with  qualified  and  stimulating 
speakers.  The  meetings  which 
took  the  form  of  a Kaffee 
Klatsch  and  social  getogether, 
also  served  as  a forum  for  the 
exchange  of  social  work  news 
and  information  about  job  op- 
portunities.

High  Holidays  challenge

For  single  Jewish  adults,  the 
isolation  of  urban  living  is 
abruptly  challenged  bv  the 
Jewish  holidays,  Rosh  Ha- 
shanah  (the  Jewish  New  Year) 
and  Yom  Kippur  (The  Day  of 
Atonement),  which  falls  this 
Monday.  On  these  days, 
observing  ritual,  we  join  our 
.parents  for  dinner  and  maybe 
worship  at  the  synagogue  that 
once  was  a very  familiar  part 
of  our  family  life. 

We  leave  work  early, 
perhaps  taking  a subway  line 
not  used  since  our  first  job 
when  we  still  lived  at  home.  As 
the  subway  travels  back  into 
the  old  neighborhood,  our 
feelings  are  very  much  the 
same  as  when  we  returned 
from  college  on  that  first 
Thanksgiving  years  ago,  when 
it  was  unclear  whether  we  were 
glad  to  be  back  or  unhappy 
with  the  disruption  with  our 
new  life.

condolences  to  our  atoic 
parents.  There  is  no  need  now, 
after  services  are  over,  to  fly 
down  the  stairs  of  the  apart- 
ment house  to  see  the  friends 
of  our  adolescence  — for  they 
have  gone. 

More  than  ordinary  visits 
home,  these  holidays  represent 
the  overriding  importance  of 
family,  and  highlight  in  those 
of  us  who  have  not  chosen  that 
route,  or  have  failed  in  it,  a 
feeling  of  displacement  and  an 
eagerness  to  return  to  our  own 
homes  to  avoid  the  sense  of 
not  measuring  up. 

So  when  the  cults  we  have 
adopted  as  family  have  failed, 
as  they  always  have,  we 
remember  long  ago  hot 
September  nights  and  the 
warm  sounds  of  the  shofar  an- 
nouncing our  New  Year  filter- 
ing through  the  open  windows 
of  synagogues.

Although  we  bear  the 
memory  of  Jerusalem  in  our 
minds  throughout  the  year, 
there  are  days  when  Jerusalem 
is  more  acutely  and  intensely 
recalled.  In  the  High  Holy  Day 
season,  Jerusalem  is  exalted 
into  a central  position.  During 
these  days  our  dream  of  eter- 
nal peace  focuses  upon  the 
Eternal  City  of  Peace.  Our 
longing  for  Redemption  and 
Return,  our  supplications  for 
happiness  and  spiritual  eleva- 
tion, are  interwoven  with  this 
city. 


Our  most  ardent  prayers  on 
the  Jewish  New  Year  are 
permeated  with  the  remem- 
brance of  Jerusalem.  Our 
most  solemn  invocations  on 
the  holiest  of  days  in  the 
Jewish  year,  the  Day  ot 
Atonement,  are  linked  to  the 
ancestral  capital  of  the  Jewish 
people.  Thus  we  pray  on  the 
New  Year:  “Go,  and  cry  in  the 
ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  thus 
said  the  Lord:  ‘I  remember 
thee  for  the  affection  of  thy 
youth,  the  love  of  thine 
espousal,  how  thou  wentest 
after  me  in  the  wilderness,  in  a 
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land  that  was  not  sown’ 
(Isaiah  2:2).  In  our  reinem- 
brance  rise  and  come  and  be 
accepted  before  thee,  with  the 
remembrance  of... Jerusalem, 
Thy  Holy  City...” 

Today,  Jerusalem  is  not 
merely  a sublime  symbol  — it 
is  a living  reality.  Our  prayers 
are  directed  not  only  towards 
some  distant  epoch  at  the  End 
of  Days  but  they  are  intertwin- 
ed with  the  present,  enhanced 
by  the  daily  stream  of  events 
and  actions  and  by  our 
dedicated  efforts  to  bring 
about  the  fulfillment  of  our 
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prayers  in  the  present  day  and 
age. 

Though  we  ask  for  divine 
help,  in  reality  it  is  for  our 
own  needs  that  we  clamor  for 
support.
